Victor L. Berger Writes of its True Meaning 


What it class-consciousness? 

The phrase "class-consciousness” is a modern term and expresses a 
modem formula for the modern class struggle. 

But the class struggle itself is not. a product of modem times. The 
history of civilization is full of it. from the days of the ancie.nt Greeks 
and Roman-, and among the Germanic and Romanic nations, down 
through the Middle Ages. 

Wo see a great outburst of the class struggle in the French Revolu¬ 
tion of t«89. We feel it working at the present time. 

Through the entire course of history, we find that the oppressed 
classes had a tendency to resist the upper class, and sometimes the tend¬ 
ency was st rong enough to rattse upheavals and revolutions. 

•Students and close observers feel that such a revolution is now ap¬ 
proaching. 

But this class struggle assumes very different forms. It may be only 
a futile struggle against progress like the fight waged by the farmers 
against railways and corporations, or the crusade of the small shop¬ 
keepers against the department stores. Or it may be a strike of wage 
workers for higher wages, an agitation for a shorter working day, or a 
movement for abolition of child labor, or it may be a movement for an 
independent political party to take up the ideals of the wage worker*. 
The only question is, which form is most effective. 

For reasons peculiar to our democratic age, the POLITICAL clan 
straggle has proved itself the most effective in every country of Europe 
and is certainly the most important in this democratic country—Amer¬ 
ica. 

But the fact is that the man who takes part in such a political strag¬ 
gle does not necessarily become "dasa-conscioua.” 

That Socialism in some form must be the final outcome of the prea- 
ent system, if civilization is to survive, is r.ow pretty well conceded by 
almost every economist of high standing in the world, even by thoee 
who, like Herbert Spencer, are unfriendly to Socialiam. Such a con¬ 
cession is therefore not the result of “class-conSciousness.” 

And here we come to the explanation of the much abuaed term 
“clam-consciousness.” Any workman ia "class-conscious'' who under¬ 
stands that the present economic system has created two classes the 
class which owns property and the class which owns Done—end who ia 
also conscious of the unify of the interests of all wage workers, and that 
our class must fight all the other classes to the bitter end in order to es¬ 
tablish the rule of the working class. 

Frbm this it is clear that the wage workers—the proletariat— 
are the claas upon which the next civilization is to be built And in 
America, as in pvery country, it is the wags workers—the men “who 
have nothing to lose but their chains”—who must furnish and do furnish 
moat sf the soldiers in the struggle for Socialism. Socialism is the

cratic parties stand for the same thing, L e. t capitalism, so that when 
it has come to ar election the working people have been divided be- 
tween the two aud no matter which partv lost, capitalism won. If any¬ 
one doubts this he has only to look at the faces in congress or in the 
state legislatures or in the city conhcils, where candidates of these two 
parties have secured scats through election. Where in any one of these 
bodies has there been any attempt to serve anything but the capitalist 
interests? 

A Republican and a Democratic U. S. senator are as alike as two 
peas, and they all have their underground capitalistic connections. 
Moreover they are all there by virtue of capitalistic campaign funds. 

The big capitalists do not allow political scruples to stand in the 
way of businesa. They contribute to both campaign funds. It’s safer. 
In this way the y always 'win ! 

And as to state legislatures (where many of the laws that govern 
us are made), where is there any difference there? Xc> matter which 
party controls, capitalist interests control. That’s the joke of it. That’s 
why the capitalist always smiles. 

The present Wisconsin legislature gives us a good case in point. 
For the first time in the history of the state the Social-Democrats have 
a representation there—a small representation, 'yet still an entering 
wedge and enough to introduce bills in the interests of the working 

class. 

The measures they have introduced have all been of value to the 
people and yet in spite of the legislature being In control of a reform 
Republican clement these measure* hare been killed a* fast as they 
came up for consideration. Why? Bemuse they r ere against the in¬ 
terests of capitalism! A bill to require that the people must vote be¬ 
fore corporations could get a franchise WAS KILLED! One to make 
election day a legal holiday WAS KILLED—such a bill would per¬ 
mit a fuller vote, but would interfere with the sacred right of the 
capitalists to work their men to the limit. A bill |>ermitting a town 
or city ordering some public work to be done to specify that such work 
should be done by men working only eight hours each day WAS KIL¬ 
LED 1 A bill to provide that eight hour work sh> ”’d be the rule in 
certain unhealthy employment* WAS KILLED! The capitalists did 
not like it aa it would educate the public mind against long hours in 
the factories. Bills safeguarding the salaries of employe* WERE 
KILLED! A bill to limit work in bakcrie* to ton hoars WAS 
KILLED! 

These are only a few of the many measures that hare been 
slaughtered by a “reform” administration IX THE IXTKRSTS OF 
CAPITALISM and it’s man-crushing operations.

trench these privileges in the funda¬ 
mental law of his state. This emi¬ 
nent legist was appointed to a high 
position in the national government 
When he took it he announced tbit 
he would consider the government as 
his elient, and would work for it aa 
faithfully as he had worked for hi* 
previous employers. He did so, and 
the reeord of his achievements in 
that office ia a splendid, and. at the 
same time, a depressing indication of 
what he might have accomplished for 
the public good if hi* whole career 
had been governed by the conoeption 
of citizenship instooid of by that of 
employer and employee. When he re¬ 
sumed the practice of the law he was 
hired by certain interest* to try to 
thwart the will of a popular majority 
of nearly 300,000 in the state by fur- 
niahing an “opinion” that the ex¬ 
pression of that will wo* unconstitu¬ 
tional. Immediately afterward he 
was elected president of the New 
York City Bar Association. Daniel 
WrUter was a lawyer, but imagine 
Webster hired to give an “opinion” 
in favor of nullification! Imagine a. 
clergyman hired to preach a sermon 
against the inspiration of the Bible, 
or Mr. Bryan presenting a purchased 
opinion in favor of the gold stand¬ 
ard '. The able lawyer whose costly 
view* were enlisted against the peo¬ 
ple’s desire for an independent wa¬ 
terway was also employed by the pub¬ 
lic dis-eervicc corporations he repre¬ 
sented to try to deprive th? public of 
over $25,000,000 due to it in fran¬ 
chise ta .es, after which he lice*me a 
prominent member of a committi?? of 
leading citizens appointed to reform 
the police force.

The lawyer might be¬ 
come an accomplice after the fact, 
but not before it. He could help 
a thief to keep out of jail, but he 
could not directly help him to pick a 
pocket. Probably that is still the 
rale with regard to picking )wckct». 


Samuel E. Moffett in Colliers: 
The fact that a packed meeting of 


the State Bar Association has held 
that petty “graft” at the expense of 
the United States Government does 
not affect a man’s fitness for the 
position of a Justice of tuo Supreme 
Court of Now York, lias shocked 
some high-minded IcwycrS. Mr. 
William B. Homblowcr thinks it 
“disastrous to the profession.” But 
why? What is there in the record 
of the legal profession in general, 
or of the Bar Association in particu- 
'ar. to indicate that one little *|iot 
more or less will make any differ¬ 
ence in the public estimate of it? 

Justice Hooker is charged with 
thriftily quartering some of his rel¬ 
atives and dependants on the public 
service in low-salaried sinecures. 
That is one of the time-honored [«r- 
quisites of statesmanship, ranking 
with the practice of franking one’s 
taueulry to the trash as public docu¬ 
ments, and not rising at the most 
serious estimate, above the dignity 
of petty larceny. But what of the 
gigantic scheme* of public plunder, 
whose conception and execution con¬ 
fer the blue ribbon of honor in tho 
modem practice of law ? 

The standard of legal ethics has 
always been deplorably tow. nnd 
there has always been great difficul¬ 
ty in reconciling it with the com¬ 
mon, unsophisticated conscience. “It 
shall be a base and vile thing to 
plead for money or reward.” said 
John Locke in his “Fundamental 
Constitution* of Carolina. The 
idea of a man’s arguing for htre 
that right is wrong and wrong is 
right, ha* always been repugnant to 
the crude maid of the untrained 
person in the street. But by long 
habit and the constant reiteration of 
sophistical excuses the public has tx-

Mr. Walsh, lirense inajterinr in the city of Minneapolis, is quoted 
in the OuiliOk, Aug. 27, 1004, as saying that eleven-twelfth* of tha 
saloon licences in that city are paid by the brewers, and similar condi¬ 
tions. of course, for the same reasons obtain throughout the country. 

Is it likely that this powerful interest, daily becoming more con* 
solidatcd in obedience to the laws of finance, will be easily curbed by 
local-option laws? 

Is it likely that a liquor king with an income of 10 miiiion dolliir*, 
which he is constrained to re-in vest, will be forced to obey such laws a* 
we have now. because he is fined $50.00 for violating these laws in one 
of his outposts ? 

Is it likely that this powerful moneyed interest will be easily crushed 
while the invisting |>ower of money remains ns it is? 

To overthrow the liquor interest wo must overthrow the money 
power. 

To overthrow the money [tower, opportunities for investment in the 
exploitation of labor must be done away, in other word* rent, interest 
and profits abolished and Socialism inaugurated. 

When we have soon all this we have only begun to see the obstacle* 
which capitalism offers to the control, say nothing about the suppression 
of the liquor traffic.

In connection with the sale of alcoholic liquors there are three 
factor*: the consumer, the seller and the manufacturer. A word con¬ 
cerning each of them in turn. 

As to the consumer. Why do men form the liquor habit, or fre¬ 
quent the saloon ? 

Some for the sake of the intoxicant, some for company, some 
through the fancied or real need of a stimulant created by overwork. 
Men crave and will have some form of excitement. If healthful means 
are not to he had, they will take up with unhealthily 1 means. Repress 
human nature at the top and it will break out at the bottom every time. 
Xo thoughtful person denies that while internpc ranee is one cause of 
poverty, poverty is also a leading cause of intem[»er*nre. 


What they we About and How they we Succeeding. 


Ail of which is tremendously accentuated during labor troubles arid 
still more during one of those periodical seasons of distress, called a 
“panic,” which are inherent in the capitalistic system. 

The fact i* that at such times the sal »m is about the only place 
where a workingman can go. meet with friends, talk over his troubles 
and hopes, enjoy a fire and lights and go out again without buying any¬ 
thing. And even if he is without a tent to *|>end at the time and hence 
does not contract the liquor habit then, he contracts meanwhile the 
saloon-going habit. It i- easier to go again, meanwhile when “pros¬ 
perity” returns to take an occasional drink. First the man takes a drink, 
then the drink takes a drink, then the drink takes the man. Can any¬ 
one fail to see that with the inauguration of a new and xaue system of 
society in which the laborer would receive the full product of his toil, 
and the periodic panic due to underconsumption thus eliminated, in 
which, moreover, chronic poverty, with its resultant ignorance and 
wretchedness, overcome, one powerful cause of liquor drinking would be 
done away? 

And yet, as is well known, the drinker is only one factor, and far 
from the most important one, of the liqnor traffic. Even- one who has 
at any time been engaged in any effort for the suppression of the saloon, 
has soon learned that the liquor traffic is not intrenched in the thirst of 
the buyer, but in the economic interests of the seller. The drinker was 
never known to make much of a fight for the continuance of the traffic, 
often enough he will go to the polls and vote against it. It is doubtful 
if ever a measure has boon carried looking to the limitation or extinction 
of the saloon, which could have been carried solely wlii* the efforts of 
total abstainer*. But whenever such a measure i* pi.**<-d it i» always 
after a terrific fight with the “liquor interests,” and these interests al¬ 
ways mean the financial interests of those who arc engaged in the sale 
of liquor. 

Shall we then settle the matter off-hand by throwing sticks at the 
saloonkeeper and his bartender? Are they a species of fiend incarnate 
and the source of all the woe which flows from the traffic in intoxicat¬ 
ing liquors? 

The writer believes that the average saloonkeeper is'no worse man 
than the average citizen, lie, too, is but a cog in the wheel and the 
victim as we all are of our economic environment. 

The writer ha* just a* much respect for a rum-seller as he has for 
a strike-breaker and no word or thought of hardness toward either of 
them. They are, for the most part, simply men who have been coerced 
by untoward circumstances into doing an unworthy and unsocial thing. 
For men come into the liquor business for many causes, but they are all 
held in it for one-reason —the prof.it. 

Unquestionably a number of men are selling liquor who heartily 
detest the business, vet fear to abandon it. because of the uncertainties 
of the “labor market.” More than once the writer while doing the work 
of an evangelist endeavoring to persuade men to a better life has been 
answered: “But I am in a had business.” 

“Well,” I would urge, “give up your business and go at some¬ 
thing else.” 

“I am afraid to. I have a wife and children depending on me and 
l am afraid that, like others, I might not find work, and what would 
become of them?” 

More than once I have talked with men who luoe been in the liquor 
business, whose personal experiences confirmed the ideas set forth in 
these pages.

Imagine a ease like this. The usual panic due to the accumulation 
of the laborer’s product in capitalist hands has settled down on the land, 
or the incoming of a labor-saving machine has dispossessed a man of his 
employment. He decks work day after day, finding none, only to ham 
that in the labor market the supply exceeds the demand. Meanwhile his 
slender savings are consumed and his family begins to be in need. Pnt 
yourself in that man’s place. But no: Xo one can imagine such an 
experience unless he ha* actually suffered it. To a man who is a mau 
it would be hell on. earth. I use no rash or unconsidered words when I 
sav that I have never road any description of any sort of a hell that to 
me would lie more unendurable than to sec my wife and child want, 
while I, willing and able, could find no work to do because of capitalistic 
“over-production,.”_ 

But along emrrrrthe brewer and offers this man a situation. Sav* 
he will give him $75.00 a month os bartender, or offers to set him up in 
the saloon business and stock his bar. giving him plenty of opportunity 
and time to pay for his outfit. What will this man do? What ought 
he to do? And we must ask what he rill do as well a? what lie ought 
to do. i 

If we are in earnest about desiring to suppress the liquor traffic we* 
will consider men and the motives which actuate them not only as we 
think they ought to be. but at thru actually are. If on the other hand 
the readers’ temperance proclivities are simply a means of furnishing 
himself with a little cheap self-righteousness in refusing an evil -which 
he refuses to consider, the remainder of this article will be of no 
further interest to him. 

It is written for men and women who seek not simply to “shift 
responsibility" for 'his traffic and “keep their ballots white, but i.ctual- 
!y to compass its destruction. 

I*et once the eo-oporativo commonwealth of Socialism appear with 
none to shut the factory door, or to deny access to the land, and no pos¬ 
sibility of “glutting the merket” since the purchasing power of each wilt 
be equal to this productive efforts, and none shall be constrained to enter 
a detested business through lack of employment. 

So much for the liquor-seller; what can be said of the manufacturer? 
Here we are more directly brought face to face with the workings atvl 
the power of capitalism. There are in round number* one and n half 
billion dollars and over invested in the liqnor traffic in the United States. 
Considering the f.c-t always insisted upon by prohibitionists that capita’, 
employs fewer laborers in proportion to the amount invested in thi ■ 
industry than in any other, and the fact that the menufacture of liquor 
is centralized in a few hands, a conservative estimate would give these 
liquor capitalistic yearly revenues of 70 million dollars- 
• Or we ean arrive at the same conclusion by another route of think¬ 
ing. On the very conservative *up|>o«ition that for every $20.00 spent in 
alcoholic liquors, annually $1.00 finds it* way into the chests of these 
liquor kings as dear profits, they have again and more their 70 million 
dollars annually. 

IV’nat do these liquor kings do with their enormous annual divi¬ 
dends? What do.-* dominant capital do in any line of industry' with its 
dividends: There is only one thing on earth that dominant capital ean 
do and that is to re-invest tbc*e dividends i.i the industries of the coun¬ 
try. Instance the ease of a man with say-10 million dollar; annnallv. 
He cannot spend this money. He cannot realize it in currency and lock 
it up in a strong box to go and look at once in a while, lie must realize 
his dividends no re-investments. This applies to the revenues of the 
liquor capitalists a- it applies to ail others. , 

But this produce* competition among the several capitalists for a 
flare where thief may re-in vest their dividend* with the result that each 
is constrained so far as possible to re-invest his dividends in enlarging 
the industries which he non- control*. This applies to'the liquor business 
as to all others. We have then, thanks to capitalism, a situation in whicli 
a few brewers and distillers have a war oha.t of 70 million dollars an- 
r.ually, which for the most part they are constrained to expend in spread¬ 
ing the liquor traffic. Dor* anv one wonder that the consumption of
